And What Have You

POSSIBLY IN HAMLIN— 


I received a copy of the January 
term of the 104th D istrict Court 
Grand Jury report as was directed 
by the Grand Jury. This report dealt 
with several m atters relating with 
law enforcement and one part of the 
report has created quite a s tir a- 
round town since a story in the Abi­ 
lene Reporter-News said that the 
part of the report dealing with the 
restricting of action by officers 
pertains to Hamlin. 


This part of the report read as 
follows: ’’It has come to the atten­ 
tion of the Grand Jury that in some 
cities of this county inform al direc­ 
tives have been issued to their law 
enforcement personnel that hinder 
these personnel from the efficient 
job of law enforcem ent—particularly 
in relation to Driving While Intoxi­ 
cated offenses; and the Grand Jurors 
further ask that a complete formal 
investigation be made by this Grand 
Jury at its next session. ” 


I have understood for some time 
that County Attorney A. J. Smith has 
been concerned about this m atter and 
has been making an effort to locate 
a Highway Patrol unit in Hamlin that 
would be free from any local p res­ 
sure. In a letter accompanying the 
report Mr. Smith said, "I have dis­ 
cussed with the Department of Public 
Safety the possibility of placing a 
resident 
Highway 
Patrolm an 
in 
Hamlin but we are running into a 
problem in that Jones County is the 
North end of the Abilene D istrict and 
Fisher County is not included in the 
Abilene D istrict, hence, a Highway 
Patrolm an under the jurisdiction of 
the Abilene D istrict would have only 
two directions from Hamlin to work 
rather than the usual four. However, 
we have not, as yet, received a fi­ 
nal rejection of our request. " 


I would hope that it would not be 
necessary to call in outside help to 
maintain law and order in Hamlin, 
and hope that this problem can be 
solved locally without having to re ­ 
so rt to Grand Jury action or the use 
of a Highway Patrolm an. 


With drunk drivers being the num­ 
b er one cause of traffic accidents 
and deaths in the United States I find 
it inconceivable that any governing 
body could be so short sighted as to 
curtail the enforcement of drunk 
driving laws to protect a few. 
Every tim e someone gets behind 
the wheel of an automobile with a 
little too much to drink they are a 
hazard to every man, woman and 
child in Hamlin. I am just not ready 
to subject any m em ber of my family 
to this hazard just so a few people 
can be protected. 
Even with the best law enforcement 
it is not possible to remove all of the 
risk from the streets and if these 
’’informal directives "have been is­ 
sued as indicated by the Grand Jury 
are true then we do have a problem. 
As to the other two m atters rec­ 
ommended in the Grand Jury report 
—a full tim e probation officer and 
m ore staff and cars for the Sheriff’s 
departm ent—I hope that something 
will come of this. 
I understand that the D istrict Judge 
has ag reed to increase the availabil­ 
ity of a probation officer to serve 
Jones County. This, however, is 
awaiting action by the Legislature 
which is considering a plan for a 
statewide probation departm ent in­ 
stead of the current system . 
As to the two additional deputies 
and two patrol units this is up to the 
com m issioners court and they have 
not acted favorably to this m atter in 
the past and unless there is a great 
deal of p ressure applied, I doubt 
that much will come of it. 
Until the Sheriff gets more depu­ 
ties and m ore cars, the people in 
the north part of the county are never 
going to get the service from their 
county government they 
deserve. 
And this includes well over half of 
the people within the county.

Grand Jury Asks for Investigation 
Into Law Enforcement Hindrance 


Informed sources indicate 
that Hamlin is the city being 
referred 
to in a report of 
104th District Court Grand 
Jury released Thursday. The 
report called for a“complete 
formal investigation** — at 
their next (Mar. 18) session 
— "informal directives . . . 
issued to . . . law enforcement 
personnel that hinder these 
personnel from the efficient 
job of law enforcement, par­ 
ticularly in relation to driv­ 
ing while intoxicated offenses.” 
According to a story in the 
Abilene Reporter-News writ­ 
ten by Roy A. Jones II, sour­ 
ces who 
asked not to be 
identified 
said 
that 
the 
“problem” is in Hamlin, al­ 
though the grand jury’s writ­ 
ten 
report 
only 
mentions 
“some cities of this county." 
Other matters covered in 
the Grand Jury report in­ 
cluded a recommendation that 
a full time probation officer 
be hired for the county, and 
that two additional full time 
deputies 
and

patrol 
cars be added to the sheriffs 
department. 
Hamlin Police Chief Bryan 
Wasson was quoted in the

I received a copy of the January 
term of the 104th District Court 
Grand Jury report as was directed 
by the Grand Jury.

job of law enforcement—particularly 
in relation to Driving While Intoxi­ 
cated offenses; and the Grand Jurors 
further ask that a complete formal 
investigation be made by this Grand 
Jury at its next session. " 


I have understood for som e time 
that County Attorney A. J. Smith has 
been concerned about this matter and 
has been making an effort to locate 
a Highway Patrol unit in Hamlin that 
would be free from any local pres­ 
sure. In a letter accompanying the 
report Mr. Smith said, "I have d is­ 
cussed with the Department of Public 
Safety the possibility of placing a 
resident 
Highway 
Patrolman 
in 
Hamlin but we are running into a 
problem in that Jones County is the 
North end of the Abilene District and 
Fisher County is not included in the 
Abilene District, hence, a Highway 
Patrolman under the jurisdiction of 
the Abilene District would have only 
two directions from Hamlin to work 
rather than the usual four. However, 
we have not, as yet, received a fi­ 
nal rejection of our request. " 


I would hope that it would not be 
necessary to call in outside help to 
maintain law and order in Hamlin, 
and hope that this problem can be 
solved locally without having to re­ 
sort to Grand Jury action or the use 
of a Highway Patrolman. 


With drunk drivers being the num­ 
ber one cause of traffic accidents 
and deaths in the United States I find 
it inconceivable that any governing 
body could be so short sighted as to 
curtail the enforcement of drunk 
driving laws to protect a few. 
Every tim e someone gets behind 
the wheel of an automobile with a 
little too much to drink they are a 
hazard to every man, woman and 
child in Hamlin. I am just not ready 
to subject any member of my family 
to this hazard just so a few people 
can be protected. 
Even with the best law enforcement 
it is not possible to remove all of the 
risk from the streets and if these 
’’informal directives "have been is­ 
sued as indicated by the Grand Jury 
are true then we do have a problem. 
As to the other two matters rec­ 
ommended in the Grand Jury report 
—a full tim e probation officer and 
more staff and cars for the Sheriff’s 
department—I hope that something 
will come of this. 
I understand that the District Judge 
has agreed to increase the availabil­ 
ity of a probation officer to serve 
Jones County. 
This, however, is 
awaiting action by the Legislature 
which is considering a plan for a 
statewide probation department in­ 
stead of the current system . 
As to the two additional deputies 
and two patrol units this is up to the 
com m issioners court and they have 
not acted favorably to this matter in 
the past and unless there is a great 
deal of pressure applied, I doubt 
that much will come of it. 
Until the Sheriff gets more depu­ 
ties and m ore cars, the people in 
the north part of the county are never 
going to get the service from their 
county government they 
deserve. 
And this includes well over half of 
the people within the county.

felony indictments

He's now making $42,000 a 
year, plus free postage and 
free stationery, plus an al­ 
lowance for travel and tele­ 
phones, and pays nothing to 
heat or cool hrs office or to 
even have it cleaned up. 
Surely he could pay a little 
office rent. You take say a 
lawyer 
and 
guarantee 
him 
$42,000 a year and he’d be 
delighted to pay his own of­ 
fice rent. He’s doing it now, 
frequently on less. The same 
goes for 
most professions 


and businesses. I know thare 
are 
some 
millionaires 
in 
Congress, but I know also 
there are a lot of Congress­ 
men who’re making more in 
^Congress 
than 
they 
could 
out. Why couldn’t 
they all 
pay some office rent? 
Now 
I don’t know how 
many office-holders there are 
throughout this country but 
it’s a pretty good sized figure, 
and jf they 
all paid office 
rent you can see the revenue 
would mount up. 
Futhermore, 
since 
the 
people after all are the land­ 
lords, whenever office-holders 
raised their salaries, all we’d 
have to do to hold our own 
is raise their rent. 
If you thing this idea is 
sound, you promote it. I’m 
afraid to.
